A HAPPY MARRIAGE 


Having recently acquired a 
second Heath SB 10, Heath 
Company’s single sideband 
adapter for 10 through 80, it 
was decided to try the unit 
out in conjunction with other 
types of transmitters than the 
Apache and or DX 100. It was 
found that with proper easy 
modification that the SB 10 
would work quite well with 
the DX 40, DX 60, Ranger, 
Valiant, Clegg Zeus, and any 
other transmitter with a com- 
pletely separate oscillator 
section furnishing fundamen- 
tal frequencies without doub- 
ling in the final. 


This particular description 
applies to the DX 40, however 
the same modifications would 
apply to all transmitters, 


1. Using a separate power 
supply for the SB 10, 300 
VDS, minus 100 de adjustable 
bias, and 200 VDC, regulated 
for screen voltages. The bias 
can be a battery supply to the 
proper required bias of the 
final tube. There is no drain 
to speak of on these batterys 
so they can be of the small 
hearing aid type. 

2. Determine where the 
oscillator drive comes from to 
the grids of the final tube. 
Break this line and route out 
the back of the DX 40, using 
coax connect to the SB 10 
input. From the SB 10 out- 
put back to the grids of the 
final. 

3. Attach 50 volts neg bias 
thru a 2.5 hy choke to the 
grids. (the figure 50 volts 
will vary from tube to tube, 
check your tube type for 
exact required bias.) Positive 
side of bias to grd. 


4, Lift DX 40 screen lead, 
apply 210 VDC regulated to 
screens, make sure that when 
the plate power of the final 
is off that the screen power 
is off also. The above men- 
tioned steps puts the final in 
class A. 

Connect a dummy bulb load 
to the final of the DX 40, 
tune the oscillator section of 
the DX 40 to your favorite 
band, use either VFO or Xtal. 
Apply power to the SB 10, 
Maximize readings on SB 10 
meter, using controls on SB 
10 and drive adjustments on 
the DX 40. When a maximum 
has been reached, reduce the 
final indicated figure by 25% 
via the drive control of the 
DX 40. The bulb load should 
be burning brightly. Adjust 
the SB 10 carrier null knobs 
for a minimum meter reading, 
should go to ‘O’, and light

Shortly after the first of 
the year, W4UWH, Dave, left 
Auburndale, Florida headed 
for Jacksonville. Having been 
advised of the trip, W4RMU 
Jacksonville, and W4BCL, St. 
Simmons Island, Ga., were 
waiting for him. Dave was 
first heard in Jacksonville just 
north of Deland, Fla. city 
limits. Contact was continous 
all the way to Jacksonville on 
144 MC AM. This represents 
a distance of 100 miles. 


When Dave passed through 
Palatka, Fla., W4BCL began 
hearing him. This is a distance 
limits. Contact was continuous 
to work Dave until he reached 
Jacksonville. On the return 
trip, W4RMU maintained con- 
tact with Dave until reaching 
the city limits of Deland, Fla. 
Propagation conditions were 
checked during this contact by 
monitoring the Datona Beach 
and Orlando, Fla. FM broad- 
cast stations in the 88MC to 
108MC band. Conditions were 
normal. 


W4UWH was using a Gonset 
Communicator 1V and a 4 ele- 
ment beam which was about 
10 feet above the ground. Dave 
says he has worked 2 meter 
stations approximately the 
same distance from this mo- 
bile rig using a halo antenna.

ABOUT Q SIGS 


Having plenty of time on 
my hands and doing consider- 
able monitoring on 75 meters, 
I have noticed that the two 
major infractions are the lack 
of proper procedure in estab- 
lishing communications and 
the use of “Q” signals during 
phone operations. 


First, in establishing com- 
munications, the words “this 
is” are proper, but after con- 
tact has been made, the word 
“from” should be used. We 
realize this is a bit hard to 
conquer, especially since most 
of us have the habit of saying 
“this is’. Suppose we try 
just a bit harder and use 
proper procedure. 


Regulations state that it is 
improper to use “Q” signals 
on AM transmissions and 
this regulation is very badly 
abused. 

I realize that most of us 
use the “Q” signals in the 
interest of brevity but why 
use a short cut when it is 
illegal? We have a feeling 
that FCC is going to start 
issuing “pink tickets” for 
this infraction (though it 
seems immateral) one of these 
days. 

Many of us sit around and 
“blast” the Citizen Band op- 
erators when we should be 
cleaning up our own ranks 
instead. Frequency wise, I 
find that most of us make 
no effort to be on an exact 
frequency. I have noticed this 
particularly on “FPTN”, and 
find myself often a violator. 


I suggest that all stations 
“zero” on net control stations. 
I can readilly understand why 
stations not participating in 
an established net complain 
when net stations are scat- 
tered anywhere from 2 to 5 
kilocycles from the frequency 
they should be operating on. 
Let’s all make a concentrated 
effort and stay on frequency.

SCM CORNER 


Have been trying to come 
up with a good subject for 
this corner when suddenly it 
occurred to me that I had it 
in my lap all along. Have 
been hearing much comment 
of a controversial nature re- 
garding the use of CW re- 
cently both on the air and 
in various articles appearing 
in Florida Skip and QST 
letters. Unfortunately most 
comments originated from 
those who either cannot or 
do not care to use CW as a 
mode of communication pre- 
ferring to regard it as ‘horse 
and buggy stuff’ among other 
things. Knowing most of the 
commenters personally this 
smacks of ‘sour grapes’ to me 
as I know most of you will 
agree if you are being honest 
with yourselves. 


Granted that Continental 
and American Morse code are 
the oldest means of transmit- 
ting intelligence via wire or 
radio which, I suppose, should 
relegate it to wood stoves and 
butter churning if age itself 
had anything to do with it. 
Fortunately age does not 
necessarily make anything 
obsolete or less effective than 
anything else more modern. 
It depends on the circumstan- 
ces. 


How often have you been 
forced to either quit or de- 
pend upon one or more relays 
to effect communications with 
a desired station because of 
adverse conditions which made 
voice communication, whether 
SSB or AM, well nigh impos- 
sible? I know that this can 
happen and I have heard it. 
I’m sure that all will agree 
with me that reception of CW 
signals can be effected using 
bandwidths so narrow that 
voice communications would 
be impossible in this manner. 
Narrow bandwidths in the 
order of 35 or 40 cycles are 
possible at this station using 
numerous sharply turned High 
C circuits in the RF sections 
and cascaded AF selectivity 
in the AF stages. Of course, 
mechanical filters give an 
excellent account of them- 
selves in this same applica- 
tion. 


It is possible to receive a 
single CW station in such a 
mess that evenn expensive re- 
ceivers not using this sort of 
filtering could duplicate. 
Please bear in mind also that 
you can crowd more CW sta- 
tions in a given space than 
any other mode presently 


being used in the amateur 
bands. 

Let’s see if we can figure 
why this mode isn’t being 
used more often under poor 
conditions. It can’t be the cost 
since there is nothing that 
hurts the pocketbook less 
than a simple low - powered 
CW rig even in the order of 
10 watts. Good selectivity and 
stability can be achieved in a 
receiver also without undue 
expense (except in the case 
of the mechanical filter which 
comes rather high), so it isn’t 
cost: 


Perhaps it is the old buga- 
boo of becoming sufficiently 
proficient in using the code 
that stops many operators. 


It isn’t easy but it isn’t un-' 


duly difficult either. 

At one time ALL hams 
HAD to learn and use the 
code. There wasn’t any other 
mode available. THEY did it 
so why can’t you? 

I’m sure we are as capable 
of learning as the old timers 
were. The only difference is 
that they had to do it while 
we can take the ‘easy way’ 
out and grab a mike. 

Learning to use the code IS 
a challenge. It is a REAL 
accomplishment. Don’t let any- 
one sell you short in THAT. 
You must agree that it IS 
a useful thing to know unless 
you are only interested in 
casual contacts when condi- 
tions are good. 

Did you know that even 
today all military radiomen 
are required to maintain a 
minimum useful code speed? 
Even pilots and navigators 
must keep qualified at a 
certain speed. There is a 
reason. CW can be used when 
ALL ELSE fails. In emergen- 
cies a small CW rig can be 
made from almost anything 
such as a small broadcast re- 
ceiver. Communication has 
been carried on using milli- 
watts of power over long 
distances with the simplest 
of equipment. 

I do not mean to say that 
all should forego the use of 
other modes but I DO say 
that ALL hams should retain 
the capability of using the 
code—the capability that was 
required of you when you ob- 
tained yiur license and the 
capability that you attest 
that you have when you apply 
for renewal. I wondar how 
many can handle the 13 WPM 
required of you—right now. 
If you cannot do this you are 
NOT qualified to retain your 
general status regardless of 
whether or not you think the 


FCC is right. That is the law 
gentlemen. You cannot, with 
impunity, act on your own 
interpretation. 


In case many of you have 
had RTTY cross their minds 
in argument just ask ANY 
qualified RTTYer for his 
opinion and if he is honest 
with you he will agree with 
these facts which I have 
stated. A machine of this type 
cannot think so therefore it 
will write whatever its pulses 
dictate. A human can think 
and reject that which is not 
pertinent and fill in that 
which is missing. 

Before I am hung ‘from the 
nearest yardarm’ let me say 
again that I am NOT trying 
to especially boost CW or 
sell any other mode _ short. 
I am simply trying to bring 
out that when you overlook 
CW as a desirable adjunct to 
your station capability you 
are eliminating from your 
set-up the BEST means of 
getting through the most ad- 
verse of conditions and if you 
really desire to get through 
it should be available to you 
and you should keep yourself 
able to use it at such a mini- 
mum speed as to effect useful 
communication. 


Let’s make this a project

for ALL stations. Get your 
code speed back to its original 
13 WPM at least and get that 
feeling of being qualified to 
hold a general license under 
present FCC regulations. 


If requirements do change 
in the future you will be that 
much ahead anyway and noth- 
ing is lost. Better yet, how 
about throwing together a 
small CW rig of five of ten 
watts and at least stick it 
away in a corner of the shack 
for the time when you might 
need it. If you want to go all 
the way use direct heating 
cathode types so you can run 
it from batteries. Everyone 
can’t afford a generator and 
this little rig will draw a 
minimum of current.

TWO METER DOINGS 
By Walt Stock - W4IIS 


After a very successful two 
years of portable operation 
on 6 meters from Lake Placid, 
Florida, 140 miles north of 
Miami on U. S. 27, where 
W4IIS worked well over 100 
stations and made approxi- 
mately 500 contacts on ground 
wave all over 100 miles, Walt 
is now working two meters 
with the same idea in mind. 
On December 30, 1962, W4IIS 
made his first 2 meter tests 
from 175’ above sea level 
using a tower and an 8 ele- 
ment home-brew beam 9 % 
ft. long up 30 feet and worked 
the following stations all with 
F B signals: W4VTJ, W4- 
QGF/4, K4SCS, WA4KNO 
and W4UWH. Looks like the 
old theory still holds true, 
first location, second antenna, 
third transmitter. Walt will 
be looking forward to work- 
ing the 2 meter gang so point 
those beams up Lake Placid 
way on weekends and let’s 
see how one watt performs 
at over 200’ above sea level. 

Various antennas will be 
tried including the rhombic 
as first contender. Best of 
group wave contacts on 2 


meters.
